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GHI Board Accepts Bid on Revised 
Plans for Town House Construction

Construction of the new townhouses by Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., in the near future may be a reality if current 
plans progress as discussed in the meeting of the GHI board 
of directors on Thursday July 11. 

Nat Shinderman, chairman of the Ad Hoc Committee on 
Larger Homes, reported to fellow board members that bids 
had been received from seven concerns, varying in amounts 
from $488,000 to $793,000. The lowest acceptable bid was 
made by the firm of J. R. Lawrence for $519,219. The Ad 
Hoc Committee recommended that management consult with 
a representative of the firm to review specifications concern¬ 
ing modifications which could bring the price lower without 
endangering the structure of the new buildings. Manag- 
ment did this and a list of proposals was presented contain¬ 
ing reductions and also additions which might be desirable. 

Under consideration would be a 


reduction in the size of the base¬ 
ment area, better air circulation, 
change in the type of windows and 
doors, flooring, painting, and plum¬ 
bing that would result in a savings 
of $52,950. Also recommended was 
air conditioning, which would cost 
about $400 for middle houses and 
$500 for end houses. 

Unanimously approved by the 
Board was a motion to accept the 
bid of J. R. Lawrence as builder 
with modifications as proposed 
with the amount of the bid not ex¬ 
ceeding $490,000. Arrangement will 
be made with Attorney A1 Gins¬ 
berg regarding the contract and 
the acquisition of building permits 
through the architect, Green home 
and O’Mara. Ground boring, to 
test t&g building sites, will be made 
before the contract is let out. 

Approximate cost for interior 
homes will be $19,000 and $20,000 
for end houses. These will be four- 
bedroom homes. 

Member Complaint 

Also taking up about an hour 
and a half of the board’s time was 
a complaint from a member (an 
attorney) who felt that the cor¬ 
poration exercised coercion in re¬ 
gard to resale of his home. He 
claimed that he was instructed to 
deposit a check for $50 before exe¬ 
cuting the resale. When he appear¬ 
ed at the office, he was told that 
the amount would be deducted 
from the settlement instead. He 
stated that Maryland laws provide 
that a lease for over seven years 
is conveyed by a deed and must be 
acknowledged. It was finally a- 
greed that a meeting would be ar¬ 
ranged between, the member and 
the corporation*; attorney. 

Another request was received 
from a member who wanted to 
have a free-standing shed (5x7). 
He was advised that this was only 
permitted under special circum¬ 
stances - for instance, near unde¬ 
veloped wooded areas. Board mem¬ 
ber Jim Smith expressed the feel¬ 
ing that, since the regulations were 
being considered for revision, no 
exceptions be made until the new 
regulations are in force and better 
guide lines can be followed. The 
member withdrew his request until 
such time as the regulations are 
drawn up and approved. 

Chairman of the Maintenance, 
Standards and Improvements Com¬ 
mittee, George Adams, commented 
that he felt that a relaxation of the 
regulations was necessary. A re¬ 
port from the sub-committee on 
sheds should be upcoming by the 
middle of August, Adams stated. He 
also presented the Board with re¬ 
vised fence regulations. Consider¬ 
ation of the proposed fence regu¬ 
lations will be added to the agenda 
of the special meeting to be held 
for the board to review the revised 
regulations, the date not yet an¬ 
nounced. 

Another member informed the 
Board that he was becoming impa¬ 
tient waiting for painters to come 
and paint the trim. The Board in¬ 
formed him that the delay was 
caused by the problem of getting 
and keeping painters on the staff. 


Greenbelt Policemen 
Score High in County 

Three new police officers from 
Greenbelt added luster to the de¬ 
partment when they scored in the 
top half of their training class in 
the Prince Georges County Police 
Academy. Officer Robert L. Mul- 
key graduated in first place, and 
Officer Michael R. Kerr took sec¬ 
ond place. The other high-scor¬ 
ing officer was Thomas H. Miswell. 
They were honored at graduation 
exercises on June 25. Officers Mul- 
key and Miskell also received per¬ 
manent appointments to the Green¬ 
belt force from Greenbelt Police 
Chief Lane at the ceremony, cul¬ 
minating their six-month appren¬ 
ticeship period. Both officers join¬ 
ed the force in October, 1967. Offi¬ 
cer Kerr, formerly Police Dispat¬ 
cher, who went on the rolls as a 
police officer in February, has not 
yet completed his probationary 
period. 

Training programs for police of¬ 
ficers rank high in the scheme of 
priorities of the local police force. 
Greenbelt requires two weeks of 
formal training and two to three 
weeks of field training for every 
new officer before he begins his 
official duties. This training is 
then supplemented by a state-ap 
proved 160-hour course in any of 
six police academies, such as that 
in Prince Georges County. Offi¬ 
cers meet for classes twice a 
week, for four hours each night. 
At the end of the course they re¬ 
ceive a certificate granted by the 
State Training Commission for 
completion of the state's minimum 
standards for police officers. One 
other Greenbelt officer is fulfilling 
these requirements by attending 
the State Police school full-time. 

But Greenbelt's requirements do 
not stop there. With assistance 
from federal funds, the Greenbelt 
Police Dept purchased a sight- 
sound training system (film 
strips) from the International As¬ 
sociation of Chiefs of Police, which 
is used for brief training sessions 
at each daily roll call. In addition, 
many men seek additional advanc¬ 
ed training on their own time. 
Currently two men are taking ad¬ 
vanced work at the F.B.I., two at 
American University, and one at 
the University of Maryland. 

The Greenbelt Police Dept, is 
currently at full strength. It is 
composed of 14 officers, including 
Chief Lane. More men on the 
force have now passed the proba¬ 
tionary period than at any time 
since Chief Lane took over direc¬ 
tion of the force.

Parkdale High School 
Is Already Operational

When Greenbelt’s tenth and ele¬ 
venth graders enter the new Park- 
dale High School for classes for 
the first time on September 3, they 
will be having a once-in-a-lifetime 
experience. Everything will be 
new — building, athletic plant, text¬ 
books, laboratory equipment, fur¬ 
niture, library collection. And only 
a few of the people will be familiar 
— some of the staff and some of 
their classmates. 

Parkdale, located on auspiciously 
named Good Luck Rd., south of 
Greenbelt Park between Kenil¬ 
worth and the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway, will draw its ele¬ 
venth graders from DuVal, High 
Point, Northwestern, and Bladens- 
burg High Schools. Besides Green¬ 
belt, students will come principally 
from Berwyn Heights, College 
Park Estates, Carrollton. Lando- 
ver, Woodlawn, Glenridge, Park¬ 
way Estates, and East Pines. Of 
the faculty, ten reside in Greenbelt. 
One of the three vice-principals, 
Gerald E. Boisvert, is a former 
Greenbelter, active in civic affairs, 
and a long-time teacher at High 
Point High School. The principal, 
Dr. G. Allen SJager was formerly 
administrator at Northwestern 
High School. 

Dr. Sager seems to be taking in 
stride the many problems entailed 
in getting the new school ready for 
its expected 1800 students. The 
building itself is complete, although 
some final adjustments to the air 
conditioning system are still being 
made and the school clocks have 
yet to be started. Final work is 
also being done on the athletic 
plant, including a bowlshaped sta¬ 
dium seating 3,000, which is set 
into a deep valley in the natural 
contour of the land. Still to be 
constructed is a second access road 
from Good Luck Rd., the current 
driveway having too steep a grade 
to meet regulations governing the 
use of school buses. 

School Colors 

Interestingly enough, building 
school spirit has been one of the 
major concerns of the faculty, ev¬ 
en before the school opens. Be¬ 
cause the first football game is 
scheduled for Sept. 15, less than 
two weeks after the school term 
begins, athletic uniforms had to be 
ordered early. But this ordering 
could not be done without a deci¬ 
sion on what the new school colors 
would be. Preferring to bring the 
future students into the choosing 
process, Dr. Sager asked the prin¬ 
cipal of the various feeder schools 
to name student representatives, 
proportional to the size of the stu¬ 
dent contingents coming to Park- 
dale. Acting as a temporary stu¬ 
dent council, this committee of stu¬ 
dents narrowed down the choices 
to two possible color combinations. 
Then over 1500 of the prospective 
student body of 1800 filled out bal¬ 
lots. By this method the official 
school colors — forest green and 
gold — were adopted. Also helping 
to strengthen school spirit will be 
the high school band. Already it 
has been rehearsing three times a 
week throughout the summer. 

During the summer also gui¬ 
dance counselors, each in a two- 
week shift, have been on duty to 


register and counsel incoming stu¬ 
dents with curricular and other 
problems. By the final week of the 
vacation period, homeroom lists 
will have been prepared and pos¬ 
ted. In this way, each student will 
be able to pick up his homeroom 
assignment early. These assign¬ 
ments will be made on a purely al¬ 
phabetical basis, Dr. Stager said. 
School bus routes will also be pos¬ 
ted on the outer doors of the school 
as soon as they have been deter¬ 
mined. Students are urged to drop 
by for homeroom and bus infor¬ 
mation during the last week before 
school begins. 

Faculty 

Among the professional staff of 
the new school there will be, be¬ 
sides Dr. Sager and the three vice¬ 
principals, five guidance counsel¬ 
ors, two librarians, and 82 teachers, 
a total of 93. Teachers will offer 
course work in the following fields: 
English, social studies, science, ma¬ 
thematics, Spanish, French, Latin, 
German, art, industrial arts, phy¬ 
sical education, home economics, 
vocal and instrumental music, re¬ 
medial reading, and driver educa- 
cation. Other staff members in¬ 
clude five school secretaries, a 
school nurse, cafeteria workers, 
and custodians. 

Greenbelt residents among the 
new faculty are: Mrs. Catherine 
Gilbert and Mrs. Mary Jane Euler 
(English), Arthur J. Maas (his¬ 
tory), Mrs. Mary J. Osantowski 
(French), Haynes M. Pridgen (bio¬ 
logy)* William K. Guthrie (chem¬ 
istry), Gary G. Griffith (physical 
science), Mrs. Ellen Lamison 
(home economics), James J. Pas- 
sante (industrial arts), and Joseph 
Arbutina (physical education). 

School Plant 

When the $3.7 million structure 
opens this fall, it will be already 
at nearly the capacity load for 
which it was designed, even with¬ 
out the 12th grade class. In 1969, 
with all three senior high school 
grades, it will be overloaded by a- 
bout 800 students. Thus, before 
the school opens, a new 24-class¬ 
room addition is being planned; 
but it is not expected to open until 
the fall of 1970. 

For the first year of its opera¬ 
tion, however, the school plant 
should be ideal. Since it duplicates 
the Crossland High School in Camp 
Springs, it has been tested in use

in connection with the archery pro¬ 
gram. When she explained that the 
10 targets, riding on rails in the 
old bowling lanes, will move to the 
archers to have the arrows remov¬ 
ed, while all archers shoot from 
behind the same line and never 
approach the target area, the coun- 
cilmen were satisfied that the new 
sport will offer no danger to pa¬ 
trons. 

Council was unanimous in its op¬ 
position to the plans for commer¬ 
cial development in the Jaeger 
tract, which juts into Greenbelt 
Park from Kenilworth Ave. Al¬ 
though the section in question is 
already zoned for high-rise apart¬ 
ments, council agreed with Mayor 
Edgar L Smith's objection to the 
commercial zoning for what would 
not constitute a significantly differ¬ 
ent type of structure — that it 
would establish a precedent, for 
what could become a chain reac¬ 
tion of commercial development 
southward along Kenilworth. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
was directed to send a letter to the 
MNCPPC expressing this opinion. 
He was also directed to write to 
the Secretary of the Interior, noti¬ 
fying him of the city's opposition 
to a proposed scheme whereby the 
developers of the Jaeger tract 
might exchange the southern end 
of their land, which cuts into the 
park, for the comer of the park 
at the intersection of Kenilworth 
and Greenbelt Rd. Commercial de¬ 
velopment on that comer would go 
a long way toward making the in¬ 
tersection “another Langley Park," 
as Councilman William Hoff ex¬ 
pressed it. 


Labor Day Committee 
Approves Political Rally 

The Greenbelt Labor Day Festi¬ 
val Committee has approved plans 
for a political rally during the 
Crab feast which will be held in 
the Carnival area right after the 
Labor Day Parade. 

The rally will allow all political 
candidates running for office a 
chance to speak for 5 minutes.

City Treasurer Mabel Kandler 
reported this week that the city's 
surplus above the budget for the 
last fiscal year was $51,400. This 
is $21,000 more than the $29,000 
surplus previously estimated and 
rebudgeted by the City Council. 
Terming it “the biggest surplus 
we’ve ever had.” Giese accounted 
for it by noting that expenditures 
had fallen short of earlier esti¬ 
mates and that revenues had ex¬ 
ceeded greatly the estimated fi¬ 
gures.

Notice of a raise in fees charged 
for refuse collection was sent out 
by the city last week to all refuse 
customers and members of GHI, 
along with a special brochure of 
information on municipal taxes. 
Beginning this month, fees will be 
increased 50c per month, or $1.50 
per quarter. 

In addition, notices concerning 
changes in scheduling of collec¬ 
tions have been sent to residents 
affected. Lakeside Dr. will now 
have a three-times weekly trash 
pick-up since the city is discontin¬ 
uing all twice-weekly routes. The 
Lakewood schedule will be Tues¬ 
day - Thursday - Saturday. Since 
truck routes are also being chang¬ 
ed to equalize the load between the 
two vehicles, pick-up times may be 
shifted in some instances, even 
though the days for pick-up remain 
the same. Further changes in route 
scheduling are expected to be made 
later, after the city acquires a new 
garbage truck.

The Prince Georges County 
Planning Board approved an am¬ 
ended plat for industrial develop¬ 
ment in the west end of Springhill 
Lake near the railroad tracks. Ap¬ 
proved for this use were 25 out of 
a total of 87 acres in the plat. City 
council had previously urged den¬ 
ial of approval on the whole tract 
until after suitable access roads 
and traffic control had been made.

The Public Works Dept, recently 
completed landscaping around the 
Eleanor Roosevelt Memorial Tree, 
They graded the top soil surround¬ 
ing the tree, removed a temporary 
ramp leading to the site, and 
took out a nearby unsightly tree. 

At the lake park they spread 
fill dirt near the concession stand, 
following procedures suggested by 
the State Conservation Commis¬ 
sion. The entire area will then 
receive a mulch as a ground cover. 
The crew also improved drainage 
in the vicinity of the band stand 
and did considerable work on the 
ball fields at Braden Field. The 
erew now is augmented by its full 
complement of seven summer em¬ 
ployees.

It in no way supplants the 
physician or professional counsel¬ 
or. However, it is not necessary 
to have been hospitalized, or to be 
under a psychiatrist’s care in or¬ 
der to take part in Recovery meet¬ 
ings. 

Meetings are conducted by Re¬ 
covery leaders, who are patients 
or former patients who have been 
trained in the Recovery method 
and practice it themselves.

for several years. Only one minor 
change in the design —- the addi¬ 
tion of fire doors to close off long 
corridors — has been introduced. 
One staff member who formerly 
taught at Crossland considers the 
design superb. 

Except for the gymnasium, Park- 
dale is fully air conditioned. Its 
most noteworthy architectural fea¬ 
ture is an octagonal multi-purpose 
room with a stage, to be used both 
as a cafeteria and meeting hall or 
auditorium. In the same wing, 
opening on inner courtyards or 
atriums, are the administrative of¬ 
fices, guidance counseling center, 
the library, and the gym. Except 
for two art classrooms opening on 
these interior gardens, all class¬ 
rooms are located in a two-story 
wing to the south. In all, there are 
72 “teaching stations” — including 
four in the gym. The gym can be 
divided by a folding partitions, as 
can several of the classrooms, al¬ 
lowing for greater flexibility in 
room use. Many classes will be lo¬ 
cated in interior rooms without 
windows. Should the electricity 
which brings light and ventilation 
to this section be cut off for any 
reason, the school’s own generating 
plant would automatically go into 
action. 

During the rest of the summer 
unpacking, cataloguing, and plac¬ 
ing of books and equipment will be 
major functions of the custodial 
and professional staff. Approxi¬ 
mately 1,000 books have been or¬ 
dered for the school library when 
it opens in September. Vast stores 
of audio-visual equipment—projec¬ 
tors, tape recorders, movie screens- 
must also be placed in store rooms, 
classroom, and language labora¬ 
tories. Machines for the industrial 
arts program and specialized e- 
quipment for the sciences, home 
economics, and business courses 
also are being moved into the pla¬ 
ces where they will be used. 


The city crew also cut 
vegetation in the area of the dam 
and sprayed for poison ivy and 
poison oak. 

Recreational improvements con¬ 
tinue to be the major activity of 
the Public Works Department dur¬ 
ing the summer. They did exten¬ 
sive work on the balifields, pre¬ 
pared the horseshoe pits for the 
competition over the Fourth, and 
installed park benches so that each 
playground throughout the city 
has at least one. When recrea¬ 
tional needs were not urgent, they 
improved the road shoulders along 
Crescent and Hillside Rds,

Propose County Ordinance 
For Regulation of Signs 

Thousands of flashing, blinking, 
rotating and oscillating signs may 
disappear from the Prince Georges 
scene if the County Commissioners 
adopt a new sign ordinance, set 
for public hearing on Friday, Au¬ 
gust 2 at 10 a.m., at the County 
Service Building in Hyattsville. 

The ordinance, which updates 
the 1949 law, is designed to clarify 
and give ‘teeth’ to already exist¬ 
ing but often unenforceable regu¬ 
lations, which business community 
spokesmen have indicated were 
“confusing and misleading.” 

The proposal includes: 

— regulations governing erection, 
location, size and quantity and 
display of outdoor signs and other 
exterior advertising. 

— removal of unsafe signs; set¬ 
back requirements to avoid power 
lines; unclean signs and flashing 
and moving signs within 50 feet of 
a public right-of-way. 

— requirements for issuance of 
sign permits and their duration. 

— limitation on number and size 
of business and free-standing signs 
and billboards in specific areas. 

— phase-out (within 30-days) of 
non-conforming signs and uses.

Commissioners Consolidate 
County Fire Services 

Consolidation of all fire protec¬ 
tion services in Prince Georges 
County under a single administra¬ 
tive head was voted June 14 by the 
County Commissioners. Under the 
new ordinance Fire Administrator 
William E. Clark will direct and 
coordinate activities of all appro¬ 
priate county agencies with 
the Volunteer Firemen’s Associa¬ 
tion and various local volunteer 
fire companies. 

Commissioner M. Bayne Brooke, 
who is police and fire liaison com¬ 
missioner, in recommending the de¬ 
cision, declared: “We have long 
seen the need for consolidating in 
this area, for both administrative 
reasons and, more importantly, to 
provide better service at a more 
reasonable cost to the County.” 

The ordinance also provides that 
all fire and rescue companies re¬ 
ceiving tax monies from the coun¬ 
ty government will be covered un¬ 
der the ordinance with respect to 
determination of the areas for 
which the various companies are 
responsible.

Kerlan Room at PC Library 
Features Children s Books 

Anyone interested in choosing 
books for children, whether he is 
a baby sitter, a parent, or a tea¬ 
cher, can gain ideas through a visit 
to the Irvin Kerlan Room at 
Prince Georges County Memorial 
Library. 

Located at the Hyattsville branch 
of the county library system, the 
room (named for the late Irvin 
Kerlan, well-known collector of 
children’s literature and an area 
resident) contains a representative 
collection of the best books in chil¬ 
dren’s literature. The unique col¬ 
lection is for reference use only, 
and the room is comfortably fur¬ 
nished with upholstered reading 
chairs and low tables, as well as 
study tables and chairs, according 
to Miss Louise MacDiarmid, Coor¬ 
dinator of Children's Services. 

The basic collection contains out¬ 
standing picture, poetry, and fairy¬ 
tale books, and good examples of 
creatively written informational 
books, such as history and geogra- 
hy. The best standard works, in¬ 
cluding old favorites like “The 
Wind in the Willows,” are repre¬ 
sented in a variety of attractive, 
current editions. There also is a 
complete set of the Newberry and 
Caldecott Award books, which are 
given annually by the Children’s 
Services Division of the American 
Library Association to the artist 
for the most distinguished Ameri¬ 
can picture book for children! Cal¬ 
decott), and to the author of the 
most distinguished contribution to 
American literature for children 
(Newberry). 

In addition the room contains a 
carefully chosen group of out¬ 
standing paperback editions of 
children’s books and juvenile books 
in foreign languages. The histor¬ 
ical development of children’s liter¬ 
ature in this country and abroad 
is also on display. For example, 
it contains several editions of the 
original “St. Nicholas” children’s 
magazine, which delighted young¬ 
sters in the early 1900's. There also 
is a sizeable collection of books, 
pamphlets, and selection aids con¬ 
cerned with the study of children’s 
literature and the use of books 
with children.

Population and Apartments 
Grow at Highest Rate Here 

A status report on population 
and housing units released by the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission last 
week indicates that the Berwyn 
election district (which includes 
Greenbelt) was among the 5 dis¬ 
tricts with the greatest increase in 
multi-family (apartment) units 
from April 1, 1960, to January 1968 
in Prince Georges County. These 
were the districts that reported at 
least a 500 percent increase. 

The number of multi-family un¬ 
its in Berwyn in April 1960 were 
1,035, compared with 7,149 in Jan¬ 
uary 1968. Other districts which 
showed similar percentage increas¬ 
es were Vansville, Oxon Hill. Bo¬ 
wie, and Lanham. 

On the other hand, the increase 
in 1 and 2-family units for Berwyn 
was only 31 percent, from 6,483 
to 8,496. Thirteen of the 21 dis¬ 
tricts in Prince Georges County 
showed greater increases. 

At the overall county level, the 
increase in multi-family units was 
227 percent, and the increase in 1 
and 2-family units was 44 percent 
In Montgomery County, the re¬ 
spective increases were 158 percent 
and 32 percent. 

During the eight year period, the 
overall population increase in 
Prince Georges County was 72 
percent, compared with 45 percent 
in Montgomery County. Berwyn 
was exactly in the middle of the 21 
districts in Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty, Ten districts had greater in¬ 
creases and ten had smaller in¬ 
creases than Berwyn’s 79 percent. 

Berwyn’s population as of April 
1. 1960 ! was 30.855. In January, 
1968, the population was estimated 
at 55,180.

No financial or 
academic responsibility is assumed 
by the family. 

Veteran volunteer families agree 
that the experience is enjoyable 
and the best method of increasing 
international understanding.

Post Office Requests 
Withdrawal of Savings 

Postmaster General W. Marvin 
Watson announced that the Post 
Office Department will continue to 
service postal savings accounts be¬ 
yond June 30, the date originally 
set for transfer of all accounts to 
the Treasury Department Post¬ 
masters will retain uncashed pos¬ 
tal savings accounts for a limited 
period at their offices, and appli¬ 
cations for the savings may be 
made directly to them. 

The postal savings system was 
abolished April 27, 1966, and, since 
then no accounts have earned in¬ 
terest. There are still an estima¬ 
ted 550,000 accounts yet uncashed, 
involving a total of about $30,000.- 
000 . 

Holders of accounts may go per¬ 
sonally to the post offices where 
the records of the savings are 
maintained, taking their postal sa¬ 
vings certificates with them, or 
they may arrange for withdrawals 
by writing to the postmasters at 
those offices. 

After the application forms are 
completed and certified through 
postal data centers, they will be 
transmitted to the Treasury, which 
will make the final payment by 
checks mailed to the depositor.
